Why It Was Called Kubber. 


A recent report from, a British con- 


mi in one of the Central American 
States gives the following aa the origin 
of the name rubber, as applied to 
caoutchouc: An English artist discov- 
ered in 1770 that the new gum was 
admirably adapted for rubbing out 
pencil marks. He wrote a paper on 
the subject, and informed his contem- 
poraries that a cubic in oh of this -sub- 
stanca, costing only three . shillings, 
TOuld last for years. 
Tt was used for 


no other purpose in England than 
effacing lend pencil marks for; about 
•half* century after this discovery, 
hence the name "rubber." After the 
introduction of the jaw material and 
the scientific description of the plant 
by Frenchmen it-was first manufac- 
tured 
into' waterproof 'Clothing in 


France toward the end of the eight- 
eenth century. Later on the firm of 
Mclntosh of Manchester greatly im- 
proved on the French idea, and manu- 
factured waterproofs on a Jarge scale, 
and "maokintdsh" is lha name by 
which waterproofs have been known 
since that time.—Philadelphia Record.

It is probable 
that It was Pharaoh Xeolvo, vrtio is men- 
tioned in the old testament. Ar the begie- 
nin? of his reign h2 made war against 
the kinsr at Assyria. Being met on the 
way by Josiah. he defeated and lulled the ' 
Mr.g- of Judah at Mesiddo. B-Ji Keobo 
was eventually defeated by Nebncbadnc-z- 
,zi-r. Thar.led to tte loss of all the Esvp- 
iten possessions in'Assyria and Palestine. 


While Pharaoh retained pos=essio« of 
this region It is believed h.- made Bela. 
HOB- called 1'etra, his headq-janers in 
that province. He probably established a 
3ut treasury thej-e to hold 
tlift tribute 
which was collected from the caravan 
commerce which pas-^ed ihat pface. Tne 
tradition of the vast treasures o!i«.storetl 
there may .have "been handfd dotrn ap- 
parently by the inhabitants of that region 
ever sioce. Though the Egyptian earv- 
fegs of Pharaoh's treasure-house, as well 
as or his palace, were, replaced by the 
Roman carvings of later tim»s, tradition 
srill .Tiarks the places where Pharaoh held 
sa-,iy and dazilcd the naii-e inhabitants 
by his palaces and treasures.

aces. He obtained -the good will of the 
petty sultan of Kerak. an ancient city 
near the Dead eea.vsome fifty miles to 
the north. A»military escort was granted 
and in this way he succeeded in exploring 
Petra and making photographs. 
Dr. 
Hornstein's own statement of his trip to 
Petra and his explorations among the an- 
cient clifT dwellers is full of interesting 
details. 
Among other things he says: 
"The ruins of Pharaoh's palace, treas- 


ure-house, temple and theater, which I 
round on my late trip through Palestine. 
I came upon in a most out of the way 
place. Deep down in the narrow chasm 
a hundrpd miles southeast "of Jtrusajem 
we came upon these ancient buildings. 
most of which' were carved out of the 
solid rock. The first important building- 
of this sort which \ve came upon was 
what the natives called Khasneh Phar- 
aun, Pharaoh'fc treasure-house. It is cut 
out of the solid rock. The facade is of 
a lovely roseate tint. It consists of two 
stories. Five of the six columns which 
were in front of the porch are still stand- 
Ing. 


"Entering the porch we found three 
doors. Those on tlie right and left lead 
to two chambers. The middle one leads 
to n large chamber, about forty 
feet 
square, on threa sides of which are again 
doors leading to three smaller chambers. 
These are unadorned, except by the nat- 
ural color of the rock., which displays a 


top story is solid. It consists of what 
may be called three towers. The Center 
one is round and terminates ins a dome 
surrounded, by a stone -urn. which the 
natives believe contains Pharaoii'a treas- 
ures, hence the name. Pharaoh's treasure- 
house. On the three towers and between 
them are beautiful sculptures, represent- 
ing winged female figures. 
The whole 


spare in front of the treasure-house is 
covered with oleander bushes. Turning 
to the right and following the valley w* 
passed a number of .cave dwellings, of 
various shapes'and sizes. Right opposite 
these is the amphitheater. whl*h is hewn 
out of tlw solid rock. Thirty-three rows 
of seats rise one above another. 


Following the valloy. which now turns 


to the northwest, and passing several 
ruins of what must .have been temples, 
we came to the remains of ft triumphal 
arch.. Close t<i this 1« a larg* building 
whlo.h tho Bedouins <;»!! Kns* Phar-aun 
Pharaoh's palnt-e. The walls on threv 
sides «re nearly entire. Near-this again 
arc th» remains of u chureh and the 
ruing of a castle. Leaving our horses 
vith the soldier? nnd sheiks, and taking 
the two villagers, who acvompinlert ns 
to carry the cnmcra, we aswndod n TK 
vino, to the northwest. The rooks hcr» 
lire of variegated colors, purple MaSk 
red. shading ott into each other. At sev- 
<ra! nlncf* wo came to steps out In tho 
rock. After hnlf an hour's climbing and 
Rcr.imhllng we renehPd the top. Here wo- 
fcund n, large open spnce or platform 
surrounded by hlgn rocks.

There wa* a head end cellicien be- 


tween a freight and passenger trai* 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton railroad yesterday merning and 
the miraculous escape ef two hundred 
passer.pers from death and injury wa* 
remarkable, 


The accident happened two miles 


south of Troy and was the result of a 
mistake made by the freight crew. 


Two roads are operated between 


Piqua and Troy by the C. H. & D. 
One Hue is used exclusively for pas- 
senger traffic and the ether for freight. 
A south bound 
freight trail ar- 


alrrved at Troy, and the engineer 
and 
fireman, 
thinking 
passen- 


ger train No. 6, north bound, due in 
ibis city at 11:40 a. m. had passed 
onto the passenger line, proceeded OK 
their way. It huppened however that 
No. G was late aud bad not yet reached 
Troy. A collision 
was inevitable. 


The road sooth of Troy is the most 
dangerous for the reason that the line 
winds around many hills. The pas- 
senger 
train 
had 
jnst 
whirled 


around a sharp curve, when 
the 


engineer detected a cloud of black 
smoke ascendinp above a bluff around 
which 
the 
road curved 
a short 


distance ahead. He applied the air 
aud had no sooner done so than toe 
freight train bore into sight nnd the 
collision fallowed. 
The 
enginetmm 


all jumped aud escaped with slight in- 
juries. The engines, Nos. 301 and 


200, 
met with an awful crash, but for- 


tunately not one «ar was teles- 
coped, in fact neither engine left 
the track. The men in the mail «nr 
and the passengers were shaken up 
but not one peorson was injured. 


Engineer Bracker, Conductor Allen 


and Fireman Dafley, of Cincinnati, 
were in charge of- the extra freight, 
while Engineer 
Patsy Doolin nnd 


Fireman Shook, of this city, wero in 
the cab of the passenger engine. 


The wrecking train from Lima was 


dispatched to the scene of accident, 
but the belated passenger train did 
not reach this city uvtil f o'clock hist 
night.
